Increased Demand 
Higher Prices For 
Lemon Shipments 

Haevier shipments of California 
lemons, an increased demand and 
rising prices have been the fea 
tures of the lemon market dur 
ing the past month, according to 
T. H. Powell, lemon .sales man 
ager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange. 

During May lemon shipments 
of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange were extremely heavy 
and were greater than any pre 
vious May shipments since 1926. 
Average prices showed a decided 
increase during the early part of 
.lime, though decay in some ship¬ 
ments tended to lower the general 
average. 

The amount of Exchange lem¬ 
ons in storage is well above the 
average for the past five years 
and la only exceeded by the stor 
.aee for the same period in 1929 
Estimates indicated that there are 
approximately 1000 less cars in 
storage at this time than in 1929 
The estimated lemon pick.s dur¬ 
ing the month of June are com 
parable with those of the past 
five years, though slightly in ex¬ 
cess of 1930. 

. "Present estimates of the 1930- 
31 California lemon crop indicate 
that production will be in excess 
of any previous year,” stated Mr 
Powell. “At the present time con¬ 
siderable decay is being evidenced 
in shipments.”

FLOWERING SHADP: TREES j 

W HEN summer comes one' 
wishes they had more shade 
trees about their grounds. 
Many of the most gorgeou.-! flow¬ 
ering trees can be grown for their 
shade, too. Shade is needed for 
the outdoor living room, e.special- 
ly on the South and We.st sides 
to break the hot afternoon sun. 
A few of the mo.st attractive 
flowering trees are as follows; 

Jacaranda Tree- All are fami¬ 
liar with the blue Jacaranda tree | 
which hs ju.st been blooming here 
in Sierra -Madre. It has a great 
de.il of merit as a shade tree and 
should be used more. While 
young the trees should be trained 
to a stake and topped after they 
get high enough so that they will 
form a well-branched head. 

Sterculia Acerfolia or Austra¬ 
lian Flame Treet This gorgeous 
tree is not so well-known here 
where only a few specimens are 
growing. One is just coming into 
bloom in front of our nursery. It 
has large glossy maple-shaped , 
leaves which drop off in e.arly 
summer when the tree comes into 
l)loom. The red blosmms cover the 
tree completely. It is well named 
when it is called the “Flame 
Tree." 

Magnolia Grandiflora —This tree 
is well known for its large dark- 
green, heavy, glossy foliage and 
immense, fragrant, creamy-white 
flowers. It is slow growing but in 
time makes a splendid specimen 
tree. 

Eucalyptus Ficifolia or Scarlet 
Flowering Eucalyptus This euca¬ 
lyptus tree does not grow as large 
as the other varieties but is the 
most showy of them all. The 
color is not always .scarlet as it 
really comes in all shades of rosy- 
pink. crimson, scarlet and orange. 
W’e can never tell what color the 
tree will turn to be until it , 


blooms, but you can count on it 
being something attractive. 

Eucalyptus Sideroxylon Rosea 
—This variety always blooms ro.se- 
pink. It grows rather slender and 
quite tall. It is a very rapid 
grower, too. 

Acacia Baileyana The most 
popular of all the Acacia trees. 
The foliage is very grey-green 
nd cut fern-like. It is completely 
covered with yellow flowers in 
the eariy spring. It makes a large 
spreading tree. It will not do well 
in a lawn where it gets t(x) much 
water. 

Acacia P(Kialyriafolia - In spite 
of its name this acacia tree is 
about the mo.st beautiful one of 
them ail and has an added value 
as it blooms about Christmas time 
when the tree is a mass of fluffy 
yellow flowers. Its soft grey 
foliage is attractive at all times 
of the year. 

Erythrina Cri.sta Galli or Coral 
tree If properly prtmed each 
year, this tree can be trained 
Into a gorgeous shade tree for 
the summer when it is covered 
with crimson fiowei-s which bloom 
in clusters twenve inches long, 
the individual blooms looking iike 
imrnense sweet peas. It blooms 
off and on from May until De¬ 
cember. The cold weather will cut 
back the new growth each winter 
but each year the main trunk will 
become more woody until it will 
form a re.al tree. There are some 
warm spots in Sierra Madre 
where it wiil continue to bloom 
all winter. 

Persica or Flowering Peach - 
The ornamental double flowering 
peach tree will grow as large 
as any peach tree and of course 
ran be used as a shade tree in 
the summer months. In the win¬ 
ter it is bare of leaves and comes 
into a mass of bloom in the late 
winter before the leaves appear. 
The flowering peach can be had 
in red, pink, white and varie¬ 
gated colors.
